The .establishment of instant 
road-side courts with- powers to 
order traffic offenders to leave their 
vehicles and walk home was 
proposed yesterday- by Deputy 
Transport Minister David Shiffraan. 

Shiffman was speaking at a 
meeting of top-level traffic police. 
Transport Ministry officials and 
researchers, road engineers and 
vehicle insurance experts called to 
discuss ways of stemming the rising 
toll of deaths and injuries from road 
accidents. 

Shiffman pointed out that such a 
system of instant justice has worked 
effectively in the army: “We have to 
make the punishment more serious. 
Drivers are more concerned about 
losing their licences than their 
money.” he said. 

Shiffman, who as former deputy 
mayor of Tel Aviv was responsible 
for the city’s traffic problems, said 


' that accident figures could also be 
slashed by dealing with the 
problems of individual junctions 
and black spots. He said the 
number of accidents at certain Tel 
Aviv intersections had fallen by 70 
per cent after changes were made in 
entrances, exits, traffic lights, 
lighting and road signs. 

Shiffman added that he intends to 
increase the number of professional 
staff at the ministry to grapple more 
effectively with the problem of road 
accidents. 

Transport Minisler-Haim Corfu 
proposed the establishment of an in- 
dependent government body which 
would take from the police and 
government ministries all legal 
powers necessary to reduce the 
number of road accidents. 

At present, the responsibility for 
road safely is divided between the 
Transport Ministry, which registers 
vehicles and drivers and puts up 
safety signs: the Public Works 


Department, which builds roads 
and installs lighting and traffic 
lights: traffic police, military police, 
die Justice Ministry, which deals 
with offenders, and local 
authorities. 

Responsibility for publicity about 
road safely is shared by, the Council 
for the invention of Road Acci- 
dents and the Education Ministry. 

Shiffman proposed that the police 
be released from some of their other 
responsibilities, handing out park- 
ing tickets,, for example, to allow 
them to concentrate on enforcing 
traffic laws. 

Police deputy inspector-general 
Nitzav David Krausz said that 
beginnning next week, 25,000 
youngsters will be involved in help- 
ing traffic police in the large cities. 

So far this year, 278 poeople have 
been killed on the roads, compared 
with only 238 at the same stage last . 
year. Between 1977 and 1980 the

North Atlantic air traffic improving 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — ' Tran- 
satlantic air travel showed signs of 
returning to normal yesterday but 
long delays still faced thousands 
stranded in Europe and America 
after two days of chaos stemming 
from the U.S. air controllers' strike. 

Officials on both sides of the 
Atlantic said they expected the 
situation to improve during the day, 
with controllers in Canada working 
normally for the first time since 
-Monday. But a Federal Aviation 
Administration official cautioned it 
would take time to “flush out” 
backlogs of passengers held up at 
airports when scores of flights 
across the North Atlantic were 
cancelled at the beginning of the 
week. 

The main reason for the caned la- 
lions was a shutdown of the Gander 
control centre, the key Canadian 
link on a crowded North Atlantic 


route which usually carries 225 
flights a day. But Gander reopened 
yesterday morning and Canadian 
officials said it was working normal- 
ly. So, too, were most other Cana- 
dian centres controlling the heavy 
U.S.-Canadian' traffic. 

Some flights were still being 
cancelled ift Europe as airlines jug- 
gled schedules to fly out stranded 
passengers and others with firm 
bookings for yesterday. 

British Airways said it had 
cancelled 14 of 23 scheduled depar- 
tures from London’s Heathrow Air- 
port, which like others in Europe 
and North America was crowded 
with anxious travellers. The outlook 
looked even better for airlines with 
flights leavingNorth America, since 
most were not due off the ground 
until late last night. 

The Canadian protests ended 
after an early morning deal between 


controllers and the Ottawa govern- 
ment to set up fact-finding teams to 
study safely issues. 

The Canadian deal gave Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and his ad- 
ministration a boost in efforts to 
keep air traffic moving despite his 
dismissal of 12,000 members of the 
Professional Air Traffic Controllers 
Association (PATCO) who struck 
10 days ago for more pay and 
benefits. U.S. government workeis 
are barred by law from striking. 

But there were more problems. 
The International Association of 
Air Controllers has scheduled a 
two-day meeting starling today in 
Amsterdam to see whether it should 
take any action supporting PATCO. 

Since the walkout last Monday, 
U.S. air traffic has been cut to 75 
per cent of its normal 14.000 daily 
flights, with supervisors and military

Last planeload with French leaves Iran 


PARIS. — Officials heaved sighs of 
relief last night as the second and 
last planeload of French citizens ar- 
rived from Teheran. But the resolu- 
tion of the mini-crisis did nothing to 
ease tensions between France and 
Iran. 

Ending a week of suspense, 50 
French citizens, including Ambas- 
sador Guy Georgy, boarded an Iran 
Air jet Just after noon local time and 
headed for Paris. 

Two days earlier, 57 other French 
residents in Iran flew home after be- 
ing denied permission to leave the 
country for four days. 

Last* week. President Francois 
Mitterrand ordered most of the em- 
bassy staff to return home and ad- 
vised the rest of the 144 French- 


community to do likewise when a 
major dispute erupted between the 
two countries over France's deci- 
sion to grant political asylum to 
former Iranian president Abolhas- 
san Bani-Sadr. 

About 75 persons originally were 
scheduled to leave yesterday. 
However, sources said one business- 
man was kept in Teheran for 
further financial investigations. 
Nine Fra neo-Iranian families, in 
which one spouse is Iranian, ap- 
parently had not yet received their 
exit visas. Six other persons who 
originally had signed up to leave did 
not contact, the embassy, the sources 
said. 

Also left behind were four 
members of the French embassy. 


which will be headed by First 
Secretary Jean-Pierre Ginhut. some 
elderly long-time residents and 
religious workers. 

Teheran Radio, in its evening 
newscast yesterday monitored in 
Beirut, quoted a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman as saying that France's 
decision to evacuate scores of its 
ci lizens f ram I ran “showed the 
hostile policy of France toward 
Iran." 

The statement attributed to the 
unnamed spokesman added: “We 
differentiate between governments 
and peoples. The French people are 
dear guests, and if they wish they 
can stay and those who wish to 
return will not be prohibited from 
doing so."

Irksome restrictions to be eased 

Sharon plans 
dialogue with 
Arabs in areas

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon has launched a 
personal campaign to convince 
Arab leaders in the administered 
territories to join in the 
autonomy negotiating process, a 
Defence Ministry source said, 
yesterday. 

New ministry guidelines have 
already gone out to Israeli security 
and administrative personnel in the 
territories on how not to offend the 
majority of the local population, 
which the source stressed is 
peaceful. 

Sharon, who assumed the defence 
post a week ago, received Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin's ap- 
proval for the plan to create an at- 
mosphere conducive to establishing 
a new Israeli-Palestinian dialogue, 
the source said. 

Israeli troops will make an effort 
not to enter West Bank schools — 
the scene of past demonstrations 
and violence — and try to avoid col- 
lective punishment. In addition, 
special care will be taken regarding 
the setting up of security roadblocks 
in locations that will not prove too 
irksome to the local population, the 
source said. 

“We won't stop the fight against 
terrorism, but it should be 
emphasized that on one side there is 


the war, and on the other side, 
there’s -an Arab population not 
committed to terror," the source 
said. 

Sharon will soon hold meetings 
with various Arab elements in the 
territories to sound them out on 
joining the autonomy negotiations. 
“We will try to find those willing to 
enter into a dialogue and attempt to 
find a common solution together 
with us to their problem,” the 
source said. 

But- the source would not specify 
with whom Sharon would be speak- 
ing and said details of the meetings 
would not be publicized. 

The Camp David accords invited 
other Arab countries and Palesti- 
nian Arabs in the territories to take 
pari in the autonomy talks. So far, 
only co-signers Israel, Egypt and the 
U.S. have participated in the long- 
su spended negotiations. 

“Large changes may occur in the 
Middle East, and we now have to 
find partners in the area who will 
help us find political answers to sub- 
jects that come up — and autonomy 
is the first answer,” the source said. 

PLO supporters, however, will 
not be among those who might con- 
sent to join the talks, the source 
said, adding that terrorist pressure 
and threats on those who do may in- 
pede the “sincere effort” to create a 
new atmosphere in the territories.

Druckman threi

Deputy Religious Affairs Minister Haim 
Druckman, the enfant terrible of the National 
'Religious Party, is already threatening to resign 
his deputy ministership 24 hours after the Knes- 
set was officially notified of his appointment. 

The NRP head, Yosef Burg, who is minister 
of interior, minister of police, minister of 
religious affairs and also responsible for 
autonomy negotiations, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. “There is an idea around that 
Druckman might become deputy minister at 
the Interior Ministry instead of at the Religious 
Affairs Ministry. If he requests the switch, I'm 
sure it could be discussed.” 

Burg confirmed to The Post that in the post- 
election period, negotiations over Druckman's 
future had entailed the possibility of a deputy 
ministership at either ministry. Druckman final- 
ly plumped for religious affairs, Burg said. 

However, Burg refused to say what, if any, 
new problems might have cropped up, which 
explained Druckman’s uncertainly. 

Sources close to Druckman were explicit. 


They told The Post that Burg wanted to 
maneuver Druckman into a slraitjackct in the 
Religious Affairs Ministry. 

Druckman himself, on holiday, has dropped 
out of sight, but his confidants said that he 
agreed to go to the Religious Affairs Ministry 
after getting a promise from Burg that he would 
have a free hand. 

They said that in two previous cases when 
two NRP ministers held three cabinet port- 
folios. the deputy minister in the third ministry, 
also from the NRP, had been absolute master in 
his own house at the ministry. This was the case 
with Dr. Zeruh Wurhaftig as deputy minister for 
religious affairs and with Dr. Yitzhak Raphael 
as deputy minister for health. 

Druckman's confidants said that when the 
NRP secretariat last week voted for Druckman 
as deputy minister of religious affairs, they 
described the post as “acting minister.” They 
said that when Druckman's aides came to the 
Religious Affairs Ministry building to examine 
where the deputy minister's bureau would be, 
they were told the suite he had in mind was 
reserved for Rabbi Moshe Salomon. Salomon is 


said to be being groomed by Burg to become 
the next director-general. 

The Past was told that the present director- 
general. Gedalia Schreiber, had been told 
privately he was expected to resign after Rosh 
Hashana. The Post was also told that all 
pending requests to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion to approve appointments, filed in the days 
of the previous minister. Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
had been cancelled. 

When The Post asked Burg whether 
Druckman had been led to believe he would 
have Tull powers at the Religious Affairs 
Ministry and whether the present problem 
stemmed from Druckman's apprehension that 
his powers would be curtailed. Burg replied: 
“The minister must also have a say. you know. 
The minister lakes responsibility.” 

Burg said that if Druckman were to request a 
deputy ministership at Interior, in charge of the 
new settlements in the areas, he would have a 
broad field and considerable responsibility. 

Druckman's confidants said he was not con- 
sidering going over to the Interior Ministry at 
this time. '

Hebrew University officials 
visit controversial J’lem dig

H’ebrew University ad- 
ministrators vesterday toured the 
site of archeological excavations 
sponsored bj the school at the City 
of David south of the Temple 
Mount, and expressed their 
solidarity with the project, under at- 
tack by religious zealots. 

Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren. who 
also opposes the dig because, he 
says, ancient Jewish graves are be- 
ing disturbed, said yesterday on 
Israel Radio that "he fears the 
worst" about the consequences of 
the dig. 

"If the site is really the City of 
David." he said, “and because King 
David and other kings of Judah are 
buried there ... then (the 
archeologists) have already 
destroyed or will destroy the graves 
of the House of David." 

Led by Prof. Yigal Shilo, director 
of ihe dig. and accompanied by 
foreign and local journalists, the un- 
iversity figures denounced what 
they called aq.4iiack.on academic^ 
science. "no’ tfifTefWtt' from' an -as- 
sault on any university laboratory or 


library." according to rector 
Raphael Mechoulam. 

Former deputy prime minister 
Prof. Yigaei Yudin said he would 
approach Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin on his return 
from his vacation this week, and tell 
him that the campaign against the 
dig is “harming archeology, the 
state, the Jewish people and the 
capital of Israel." He noted that the 
Orthodox factions spearheading the 
drive do not recognize the Stale of 
Israel. 

Mechoulam expressed surprise at 
Goren's intervention, saying that 
since the dig is seeking to explore 
the Israeli Jews' connection with 
their past, he would have expected 
the chief rabbi to support iL 

I n the radio interview Goren 
related that when the remains of the 
Jewish zealots were found during 
Yadin's excavations on Masada, he 
pleaded with Yadin to let them lie 
undisturbed on the mountain. Yadin 
refused. Goren said, because he 
claimed that if the site became a 
ceme *efy. r the,. Religious yV£faLrs- 
'^imsTry** would "declare it out of 
bounds for- archeologists. 


Black Hebrew issue raised in Knesset 


TEL AVIV (Jtim). — "It just wasn't 
my day." sighed a 2 5-year- old 
Beersheba man whom police ar- 
rested yesterday on suspicion of a 
series of attempted thefts in the big 
city. After a chase, the man gave 
gave himself up to the Tel Aviv 
police who say he is a well-known 
thief from the Negev city. 

The suspect reportedly led police 
back to the scenes of his day of 
crime in Tel Aviv. 

He allegedly broke into two 
restaurants in Rehov Ben- Yehuda 
early yesterday morning, but in both 
cases found the cash registers nearly 
empty. After climbing a fence, he 
tried to enter an apartment but was 
unable to break his way through the 
blinds. Seeing a second-storey win- 
dow open in a Rehov Varkon apart- 
ment . he scaled the wall, but was 
spotted by two young women as he 
tried to climb in. They called the 
police who gave chase and finally 
caught up with him.

The problem of the 2,000 Black 
Hebrews, which has been occupy- 
ing the attention of the Israeli 
public and the authorities since 
1968. was given one of its periodic 
brief airings in the Knesset yester- 
day. 

MK Jacques Amir (Alignment- 
Labour). mayor of Dimona. where 
the problem first arose and from 
where it has since spread to other 
localities, submitted a motion for 
the agenda in which he called on the 
government to settle the problem 
“once and for all." 

Interior and Religious Affairs 
Minister Yosef Burg said in his rep- 
ly that the problem has been kept 
from becoming more acute, and 
even reduced somewhat. It is “too 
important'' a problem to be ignored 
but “too delicate" to be aired in the 
Knesset plenum, he said, recom- 


mending that it be referred to com- 
mittee. 

The Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality abstained, with Meir 
Wilner taking the floor to accuse 
the authorities of "racism" in their 
handling of the matter. 

Meanwhile, in Beersheba, seven 
members of the Black Hebrew sect 
were turned away from the local 
magistrates’ court, where they were 
attempting to win an order against 
police in Arad. The group’s leaders, 
who said that a sect family is being 
kept out of its apartment in the 
town, were told that they must be 
represented in court by a lawyer. 

The dispute began three weeks 
ago. when all residents of the 
building were temporarily 
evacuated for health reasons. 
Afterwards, the other neighbours 
kept the Black Hebrews from 
reluming. 


Man charged second time for murder 


TEL AVIV (Itin). — The discovery 
of new evidence in the Eli Badash 
murder cose has led the aitomey- 
aeneral to reopen criminal 
proceedings against David Dahari, 
who was first charged with the 
murder of the Nahariya youth three 
years ago. 

The 17-year-old Badash was shot 
in March 1978 by three masked men 
in a car as he was riding his horse 
down a street in Nahariya. 

Dahari and two others were ar- 
rested and charged with murder. 
Dahari escaped from jail before the 
trial, in which the other suspects 
were eventually acquitted. Months 
taler Dahari turned himself in, 
and in July last year the attorney- 


genera! agreed to his attorney’s re- 
quest lo hall the proceedings 
against him. 

Meanwhile, the new evidence ob- 
tained by Lhe police convinced the 
attorney-general to resume 
proceedings against Dahari, who is 
now serving lime on another 
charge. 

The new charge sheet, submitted 
yesterday in the Tel Aviv District 
Court, says that Dahari and two 
others stole an Uzi sub-machinegun 
from the army and practised with it 
in a local citrus grove. Then, it is al- 
leged, they stole a car and tracked 
Badash down. Dahari is alleged to 
have given the weapon to an ac- 
complice, who actually did the 
shooting. 


Israel, Soviets ‘plotted’ Abu Daoud hit 


LONDON (AP). — Mohammed 
Abu Odeh (“Abu Daoud”). the ter- 
rorist leader shot in Warsaw last 
week, was a victim of a plot by 
Israeli intelligence and the Soviet 
secret service, the Daily Express 
reported yesterday. 

The paper said that Israel learned 
of Odeh's plan to defect to the U.S. 
and fed the information to the 
Soviets, who in turn employed the 
Abu Nidul terror group for the 
shooting. 

The SovieLs sought to prevent the 
defection because Odeh was about 
to tell the Central Intelligence 


Agency all he knew of Soviet con- 
nections with "terrorist groups" in 
Western Europe, in return for 
asylum and a new identity in the 
U.S. because he feared the Israelis 
were close to killing him. 

He was hit by five bullets in a 
Warsaw cafe but survived and is in a 
hospital in the Polish capital. The 
gunman escaped. 

Israeli authorities denied that 
their men shot Odeh, who is alleged 
to have masterminded the 1972 kid- 
napping and massacre of Israeli 
athletes at the Munich Olympic 
Games. 


Arafat cautious over Saudi plan 


BEIRUT (AP). — PLO leader Yas- 
ser Arafat, while not rejecting the 
new Saudi Middle East peace plan, 
yesterday deefared that it should be 
handled "with caution." 

in un interview with the left-wing 
Lebanese daily. Al-Liwa. Arafat 
declared: "Prince Kahd’s statement . 
is the beginning of a new political 
process interwoven with the in- 
terests of holh friends and enemies. 


therefore we should handle it with 
caution and wisdom lest we drown 
in political maneuvres.” 

Arafat predicted a large-scale 
Israeli attack on Palestinian 
strongholds in Lebanon. 

He also criticized France for 
what he described as the Paris 
government's call on French com- 
panies to refuse lo abide by the 
Arab anti-Israel boycott laws.

Begin ‘hard sell’ reportedly irked Lord Sieff

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister Menachem Begin's 
refusal to take no for an answer in his efforts to raise 
funds from Jewish donors abroad to help salvage the 
Israel Navy submarine Dakar have reportedly angered 
Lord Sieff, a leading British philanthropist. Sieff refused 
Begin's request and was reportedly insulted by a letter 
Begin sent to try to persuade him to change his mind. 


Begin’s reply quoted a passage from the Book of 
Esther (V;14) that reads: "For if thou altogether boldest 
thy peace at this time then will relief and deliverance 
arise to the Jews from another place.” 

Sieff reportedly took exception to the passage’s con- 
tinuation which the Prime Minister’s Office did not 
quote in its statement. The continuation reads: "But 
thou and thy father’s house will perish; and who 
knoweth whether thou are not come to royal estate-for 
such a time as this?”

Daylight savings time again 
sent to Knesset committee

The perennial daylight savings 
time issue was raised in two motions 
for the agenda presented to the 
Knesset yesterday and received the 
customary treatment: it was refer- 
red lo committee. 

The first motion was submitted by 
Shoshana Arbeli-Almozlino 
(Alignment-Labour). She noted that 
in previous Knesset discussions of 
the matter, the Economic Commit- 
tee had found that moving the clock 
forward an hour could save the 
economy more than S! million, and 
even as much as 52.5m. t and in- 
crease national productivity by 1 
per cent a year. 

She accused the responsible 
minister. Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, of “cynicism" in responding 
to the recent suggestion of Avraham 
Shavit, president of the Manufac- 
turers Association, that summer 
time be instituted. Burg had said that 
he would decide on the matter in 


three months — that is, in the 
autumn, when it would have no 
value. 

Mordcchai Virshubski (Shinui) 
said the institution of summer time 
would not be contrary to the 
HaJacha (Jewish law) or violate any 
religious principle, but only cause 
some inconvenience to some 
Orthodox Jews — requiring them to 
rearrange their morning prayer 
schedule. 

Burg said that he was “not 
ashamed" of wishing to be con- 
siderate of even that small part of 
the population whom summer time 
would inconvenience. Furthermore, 
opinion was evenly divided on 
whether it was beneficial to health, 
and whether it was more than of 
"only marginal" economic value. 

However, he agreed that the mat- 
ter ought to be thoroughly aired, 
with all the relevant experts heard. 
The best place to do that, he said, 
was in committee. 


S- Africa denies food to black squatters 


MK says Shostak Med 
on asbestos danger 


CAPE TOWN (UPI). — Govern- 
ment officials yesterday refused to 
allow fresh water and food into the 
burnt-out remnants of the Nyanga 
squatter camp destroyed by govern- 
ment order on Tuesday in an at- 
tempt to starve 400 homeless blacks 
into leaving the area. 

The settlement of crude shacks 
and cardboard box houses was bull- 
dozed and then set alight by police 
and government officials, leaving 
lhe squatters without shelter in one 
of the coldest nights of the South 
African winter. 

Brian Bishop, head of the Cape 
area Civil Rights League, said con- 
ditions in Nyanga, 25 kilometres 
east of Cape Town, were “pathetic” 
and described the situation as "akin 
to lhe genocide of Nazi Germany." 

The area has been cut off and 
social workers and aid volunteers 
have been refused entry to the set- 
tlement. Reporters have also been 
barred from the area. A white social 
worker was arrested yesterday try- 
ing to smuggle food into Nyanga. 

The government maintains that 
the 400 blacks, including many 
women and children, are illegal resi- 


dents and must return to their tribal 
homelands. The. squatters .have 
refused. Last month more than 
MOO squatters were arrested in 
Nyanga and Langa and ordered 
back to the bush because they did 
not have government permission to 
reside in the area. 


Dollar falls sharply 


LONDON (Reuter). — The dollar 
plunged suddenly on European 
foreign exchanges yesterday, wiping 
out in one afternoon of hectic, 
trading almost all the gains it made 
during its steep rise over the past 10 
days. 

The' dollar plummeted through 
the barriers of 2.50 West German 
marks and six French francs, while 
the pound sterling surged from 
1.7750 to around 1.82 dollars.' ••

-Referring to the authorities' at- 
tempts to set up local agricultural 
committees as a counter to the 
political weight of the urban and 
generally more radical local 
political leadership, Freij said that if 
the authorities are interested in a 
new leadership, “let them have free 
democratic elections," He claimed 
that the committees enjoy no sup-' 
port and their members are 
regarded as no more than stooges. 

The mayor said he is eager to 
meet with Sharon, and called on 
him lo establish clear policy- 
guidelines for the West Bank and 
Gaza ‘Strip He indicated that 
one of the first issues he will raise is 
the recently issued ban on receiving 
funds from the joint Jordan-PLO 
committee. "Without funds from 
the Arab countries. Dur 
municipalities will be paralysed.” he 
said, — "and whom w3! that help?” 

In other reactions, as reported by 
Israel TV last night, Gaza mayor 
Rashad Shawa was quoted as saying 
that the “Sharon policy” con- 
tradicts Likud policy, adding that he 
himself had been barred from 
visiting Jordan.

He cited several incidents in which both TV 
and the radio allegedly reported incorrect in- 
formation without checking with the Finance 
■Ministry, or refused to broadcast the ministry’s 
side of a controversial development involving 
it. 

One incident involved “a certain pre-election 
announcement" by Alignment leader Shimon 
Peres. “I issued a statement criticizing him and 
asked the ministry spokesman to transmit it to 
the TV. 1 was told that the statement would not 
be broadcast unless I added that ‘the leader of 
the opposition has acted irresponsibly.* I 
thought that the term ‘irresponsibly’ was out of 
place in the criticism^ wished to make, because

Pall’s other proposal is to have 
the government company Mivnei 
Ta’asiya purchase the plant's 
buildings, os was done recently to 
aid other firms, such as Of-Ar of 
Ofakim. 

Pall emphasized to the workers 
that the aid would be forthcoming 
only if the plant refrained from fir- 
ing the 100 workers. He added that 
he would ask the management to 
prepare un overall revival plan for 
the plant. 

He also said that plans have been 
made to build two new plants in 
Yeroham, one for textiles and the 
other for pharmaceuticals.

Israel Bonds leaders march in Nahariya

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin has told close as- 
sociates that he will not be as 
tolerant of “rebellion and 
blackmail” by Likud MKs as he was 
’ in his first term as premier. If neces- 
sary, he will not hesitate to force 
new elections, rather than be bound 
by the whims and capricious de- 
mands of new backbenchers, say 
the sources. 

The lough talk from Begin fol- 
lowed an incident Tuesday evening 
in which he had to be rushed by 
hd icopter from a Nahariya vacation 
to the Knesset when two new 
Liberal MKs — Dror Zeigerman 
and Dan Tichon — threatened not 
to support the government in the 
vote on the appointment of deputy 
ministers and the re-creation of a 
Tourism Ministry. The two finally 
did support the notion, but had they 
not done so. Begin 's participation in 
the Knesset vote could conceivably 
have been essential to safeguard the 
government majority. 

Tichon wanted to be appointed to 
the Knesset finance committee, 
while Zeigerman, the Likud's out- 
standing dove and the Liberal 


Parly’s enfant terrible, had 
demanded appointment to the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

Begin, who faced considerable 
trouble during the days of the Ninth 
Knesset from the disunited ranks of 
the Likud’s Liberal component, 
now says that this time he plans to 
put the house in order, the sources 
said. He has resolved not to allow 
anonymous backbenchers, who 
never expected to gel into the Knes- 
set in the first place, to put spokes 
into the government wheels. 

“These people were not elected 
on their own but very much on 
Bcgin's.coattails, and because of the 
coalition’s slim majority they can 
now blackmail the government,” 
the sources said. If the situation 
becomes unruly, they added. Begin 
will not stop short of calling new 
elections and will name those 
responsible. 

The Zeigerman-Tichon affair 
ended when Deputy Prime M inister 
and Liberal leader Simha Ehrlich 
promised a free election in the 
Liberal faction to choose its 
representatives for the committees. 

Begin arrived at the Knesset 15 
minutes before the vote and flew 


back to Nahariya after supper there. 
His hasty journey turned out to be 
unnecessary, since the coalition 
triumphed by a vote of 59 to 54. On 
the coalition side. Education 
Minister Zcvulun Hammer was ab- 
sent in Europe and Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim was in mourning for 
his father's death. But on the op- 
position side, MK Menahem 
Hacohen of Labour is abroad, and 
MK Haim Bar-Lev is still 
hospitalized for injuries suffered in 
a riding accident. In addition, three 
Democratic From MKs, Charlie 
Biton, Tawfik Zayyad and Tawfik 
Toubi, did not bother to show up. 

Another problem for the new 
coalition is what job to find for 
La’am’s Ehud Olmert. La’am is 
comparatively the most deprived 
faction in the coalition and Health 
Minister Eliezer Shostak had plan- 
ned to appoint Olmert as his deputy 
in the Health Ministry. But Olmert 
does not want the job, and would 
raiher be a deputy in the Prime 
Minister's Office in charge of infor- 
mation or explaining government 
policy. Begin is said to approve a 
deputy ministerial post for Olmert, 
but has been non-committal about 
what task to assign him. 


Even Knesset hit by phone token shortage

The great telephone token shor- 
tage has begun to bite where it real- 
ty hurts. For the first time ever, the 
Knesset post office ran out of 
tokens this week. 

In the past. Knesset Members 
have been insulated from the 
ravages of panic buying among the 
general public. The Knesset was 
often the only place in Jerusalem 
where tokens were still on sale in 
abundance at the officially-set 
price. 

The new Communications 
Minister. Mordechai Zipori was this 
week overheard to say that he was 
shocked to hear of a token shortage, 
when informed by a senior Knesset 
administrative staffer that tokens 


were no longer available. 

Over the last six weeks since the 
elections, there has been an intense- 
ly bullish mood among token 
dealers, which has resulted in nearly 
all the country’s 40 million tokens 
disappearing into the pockets and 
private collections of hoarders. 

In the last year, there has been 
only one price hike, of 20 per cent 
in February. The Consumer Price 
I ndex rose by over 1 00 per cent dur- 
ing the same period. The IS0.6 that 
the Communications Ministry 
receives from each token sale is 
now estimated to cover only about 
65 per cent of the cost of a call from 
a public telephone. 

Ministry officials refuse to reveal 
when the next price rise will be. But 
they point out that tokens have 
been a poor asset to hold over the 
last few years as their price has lag- 


Tel Aviv municipality acts 
against Sabbath shopping

TEL AVIV. — Thousands of Tel 
Aviv and Dan Region residents, 
who have become used to shopping 
at the Drivestore on weekends, wifi 
have to give up this convenience. As 
of this Friday afternoon, the 
Drivestore will close down on the 
Sabbath, as a result of what Tel 
Aviv municipal sources say is grow- 
ing pressure from the municipality's 
religious factions. 

The Drivestore, which opened 
about a year ago in a non-residential 
area near Ramat Aviv, operates 
from 8 a.m. to midnight seven days 
a week, selling food, gifts, 
housewares and other items. It 
provides a convenient minimarket 
for Dan Region residents who do 
not manage to shop during conven- 
tional shopping hours. The store’s 
management hoped eventually to 
operate the place 24 hours a day. 

Drivestore general manager 
Mordechai Sander said yesterday 
that the store, the first of its kind in 
Israel, enables people to shop at 
convenient times, without dis- 
rupting their work schedules. He 
noted that the store can be reached 
only by car, and thus does not dis- 
turb religious people on Saturday. - 
Twelve workers will have to be fired 
because of the Sabbath and holiday 
shutdown, he said. 

Residents of north Tei Aviv 
quarters yesterday expressed anger 
and frustration at the municipality’s 
decision. “I am usually too busy to 
do my shopping during the day, and 
my husband comes home from work 
very late,” a working mother of 
three said. “So I got used to doing 
all the shopping at the Drivestore 
on Saturdays, when my husband 
looks after, the children. Now I 
don’t know what I'll do.” 

"Every time some progress is 
made towards making life in this 
city' easier for working people and 
for families, the religious minority 
in the municipal coalition manages 
to destroy it and pull us back 
towards the middle ages,” a late- 
working army officer, who also 
shops ul the Drivestore, said. ' 

Municipal sources confirmed 
yesterday that religious influences 
in Tel Aviv are on the rise, and at- 
tributed the growing demands of the 
religious factions to the “religious 
radicolizution” of the government 
and its policy. “We’re now at a 
stage where religious represen- 
tatives of each faction in the city are 
competing with each other to see 
who can make more demands, and 
if Mayor Shlomo LahaL caves in to 
them, the secular community will 
inevitably be hurl," one source said. 

The municipal coalition also 
decided on Monday to close down 
the Dolphinarium’s cinema and 
shops on weekends, os a result of 
religious pressures. Municipality 
spokesman Ronnie Rimon yester- 


day denied that Lahat was giving in 
to the religious factions, noting that 
some 20 cinemas, entertainment 
halls, cafes and restaurants are open 
in Tel Aviv on Friday nights and 
Saturdays. 

Rimon also denied that the' 
municipality' had threatened to 
close the Drivestore, but had mere- 
ly informed its management that if it 
were not shut down on weekends, it 
would no longer be allowed to stay 
open weekdays until midnight. He 
stressed that the store was repeated- 
ly warned in the past to close down 
on weekends and was fined heavily 
for not doing so. 

He said that the Drivestore is 
open on weekends only for the pur- 
pose of making money, and that the 
municipality opposes doing business 
on the Sabbath, while it supports 
entertainment and cultural projects.

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Soviets say U.S. territory 
excluded from monitoring 


MOSCOW iRcuiert. — The Soviet 
Union has denied it wanted U.S. 
territory included in a proposed 
East- West agreement or the 
monitoring of large-scale troop 
movements. 

A commentary by the Novosti 
press agency in Moscow said the 
Soviet Union believed military 
Confidence-Building Measures 
(CBMS) should cover “the whole of 
Europe with adjacent sea (oceanic) 
areas.’* **li is worth noting that 
(Soviet proposals) say nothing of a 
part of or the whole territory of any 
non-European nation-participant 
despite allegations by U.S. 
representatives who are trying to 
mislead world opinion.” Novosti 
said. 

The article seemed designed to 
dispel uncertainty in the West over 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's 
call in a speech to the Communist 
Party Congress in February for an 


extension of CBMS. in his speech, 
Brezhnev agreed to a French 
proposal to extend the CBMS zone 
to cover the whole of Europe from 
the Ural mountains in the Soviet 
Union to the Atlantic Ocean. 

But he added that Moscow's 
agreement was conditional on cor- 
responding concessions by the 
West. 


Many western defence experts in- 
terpreted this condition as implying 
the Soviet Union would expect to 
be informed of major troop move- 
ments on U.S. territory' as well as in 
pans of the Atlantic Ocean. 

The issue was a major source of 
disagreement . at the recently- 
adjourned Madrid security con- 
ference where western delegates 
said the Soviet Union appeared to 
be demanding the inclusion of 
North American territory within the 
zone. 


Break in Baltic exercise 


COPENHAGEN (AP). — The 
Soviet helicopter carrier Leningrad, 
refuelled at sea, steamed off Den- 
mark yesterday in apparent 
preparation to join dozens of other 
Soviet vessels massed in the Baltic 
Sea. Danish intelligence said. 

In the Baltic itself, the armada, 
led by the carrier Kiev, the Soviet 
Navy's largest ship, lay mostly at 
anchor, "like they're waiting for 
something, perhaps the Leningrad." 
said Lt.-Col. Preben Borberg of the 
Danish Defence Intelligence Com- 
mand. 

Western intelligence services 
reported last week that the armada. 


the largest ever assembled in the 
Baltic, had carried out the first 
stages of an amphibious landing ex- 
ercise on the Soviet Latvian coast. 


U.S. and other military 
spokesmen so far maintain that the 
Baltic operations, which include the 
13.000-ton Isaac Rogov, the Rus- 
sians' largest amphibious landing 
ship, have no direct connection with 
political unrest in Poland. 


Sources in the U.S. Pentagon, 
who asked not to be identified, said 
Tuesday that the exercise, large as it 
appears to be. is seemingly in line 
with normal Soviet training routine. 


Chile expels 4 politicians 


SANTIAGO. (Reuter) — Chile 
yesterday expelled four former 
prominent politicians who had been 
arrested on charges of violating the 
country’s ban on party political ac- 
tivity, the Interior Ministry said. 

They were escorted to Chile's 
border with Argentina by helicopter 
and crossed the frontier by bus. 
Argentine officials said they were 
taken into preventive detention 
pending a decision on their situa- 
tion. 

The four included Jaime Castillo 
Velasco, head of Chile's Human 


Rights Commission and a vice- 
president of the Christian Democrat 
Party. 


The others were left-wing politi- 
cian Alberto Jerez and Carlos 
Brione and Orlando Cantuarias, 
who both served in the cabinet of 
the late Socialist president Salvador 
Allende. 


An interior ministry communique 
said they were accused of sup- 
porting a national union movement 
which it described as a well-known 
Marxist Organization. 


Iran seizes Danish ship 


taking explosives to Iraq 


-BEIRUT:'— Iran seized' aTjahirh 
merchant ship for carrying war 
materials to Iraq, the Iranian 
foreign ministry said yesterday. 

The ship Else Cat was stopped on 
August 1U in the Straits of Hormuz 
. and taken to the port of Bandar Ab- 
bas. Teheran Radio quoted a 
ministry spokesman as saying. 

Erik Stein, a lawyer handling the 
case for the Danish Shipowners 
Defence Association, denied that 
the ship carried weapons for Iraq. 

He said there was a container 
with nine tons of ammunition con- 
signed to the government of the 
Arabian Gulf emirate of Dubai. The 
ship's other cargo was 177 tons of 
industrial dynamite, which was to 
be transhipped from Kuwait to a 


cement factory in Baghdad, Stein 
said. 

"That stuff can’t even move a 
house." Stein said. “It’s definitely 
non-war material." 

He said there could be inter- 
national legal problems if the Ira- 
nians confiscate the ammunition, 
which legally belongs to the Dubai 
government. 

Iran said the ship will be released 
after the explosives are unloaded.

Celebration, protests mark 
20th year of Berlin Wall 


BERLIN (Reuter). — Red flags 
were flying in celebration and 
political refugees were fasting in 
protest here yesterday on the eve of 
the 20th anniversary of the Berlin 
Wall. 

In the east, flags and banners are 
at every street corner. They are also 
lining the Karl-Marx-Allee, former- 
ly Stalin Allee. where today 
paramilitary’ "working class fighting 
groups" will march past East 
German Communist Party leader 
Erich Honecker. 

The event has been publicized in 
the official press as a "call to arms,” 
and the population has been en- 
couraged to "show by participation 
your determination to defend peace 
and the socialist fatherland with all 
your might.” 

Street posters proclaim honour to 
the builders of “the anti-fascist 
protection wall,” and show pictures 
of heavily-armed troops. 

But in* West Berlin, the anniver- 
sary of the "wall of shame” is being 
marked with a three-day fast by six 
former East German citizens who 
fled to the West and are demanding 
that relatives be allowed to join 
them. 

In Baden-W.uerttemberg, 


members of West Germany's Chris- 
tian Democratic opposition youth 
wing planned to erect miniature 
"Berlin Walls” in towns throughout 
the state. 

On Tuesday night 100 people 
staged a vigil at Bernauer Strasse. 
once a most poignant symbol of the 
city's division, where housefronts 
were bricked up and turned into 
pan of the wail. 

Last year they were tom down 
and replaced by the dull, concrete 
slabs that form most of the rest of 
the 166 kilometre barrier sur- 
rounding West Berlin. 

The wall itself is in fact two walls, 
each a little over three metres high, 
but with a constantly lit and 
guarded area of up to 200 metres of 
barbed wire, anti-tank defences and 
dog runs in between. 

Berliners may not accept the 
uafl. but they have learned to live 
with it. Graffiti scrawled on the 
western side has lost its angry, 
polemical tone and become whim- 
sical. 

“Love to mom from the Berlin 
Wall,” and "Attention, next coke 
10,000 km” are now more common 
than "Death Alley" and “Prison 
Wall.”

Shanghai imposes penalties 
for having too many children 


PEKING (AP). — Parents who have 
more than two children in Shanghai, 
China's largest city, must pay one- 
tenth of their salaries for each ad- 
ditional child, a Shanghai new- 
spaper reports. 

The payments for the third and 
each subsequent child must con- 
tinue until the' children are 16, the 
Wen Hui Bao said. 

Meanwhile, it said, parents who 
promise to have only one will 
receive a 5-yuan (IS40) monthly 
health care allowance, and the child 
will be given preference in admis- 
sion to nursery school and 
kindergarten. 

The regulations, issued July 28, 
said parents with only one child will 


qualify for bigger pensions, as will 
couples with no children or whose 
children have died. 


Similar measures have been an- 
nounced elsewhere in this nation of 
one billion people, where scientists 
say the population will continue to 
grow for another two decades or 
more even if the nation succeeds in 
limiting families to only one child. 


Shanghai, a city of 1 1 million peo- 
ple. will give doctors bonuses for 
performing 1 ,000 or more birth con- 
trol operations without a mishap, 
and will give sterilization patients 30 
yuan (IS240), about- two weeks' 
salary for an average worker, the 
paper said. 


Royal honeymoon in Egypt 


PORT SAID (UP1), — Britain!s 
Prince Charles and his bride, Diana, 
brought their honeymoon romance 
yesterday to Egypt for a private din- 
ner with President Anwar Sadat and 
his wife. Jihan. 


Thousands of Egyptians thronged 
the waterfront in the sweltering heat 
to catch a glimpse of the prince and 
his beautiful bride. A flotilla of 
flower-decked motor vessels and 
sailboats escorted the 5,000-ton 
royal yacht Britannia as it made its 
way into harbour, as ships blew 
their whistles and onshore bands 
played folk music. 

Huge signs at the harbour 
declared: "Welcome to Prince 
Charles and Princess Diana," 
"Hopes for peace in the area rest on 
the leading role of Britain and the 
European group” and "European 


initiative and U.S. efforts equal 
peace to our area.” 

Sources in London said the royal 
couple was likely to sail through the 
Suez Canal and land at one of the 
islands opposite the Red Sea port of 
Hurghada. famed for their fishing, 
scuba diving and underwater 
phoLography.

Solidarity rejects charges 
of political ambitions 


GDANSK. — Poland's independent 
trade union SoDdarity yesterday re- 
jected government charges that it 
was trying to turn itself into a 
political force and lake over the 
country. 

But the union said it did not want 
to get into a slanging match with the 
govern mem in view of the tense 
situation in the countiy following 
worker protests and strikes, mainly 
over food shortages. 

Solidarity issued a statement at a 
meeting of its national leadership in 
Gdansk responding to charges con- 
tained in a resolution of the Com- 
munist Party Central Committee 
which ended a meeting early yester- 
day. 

Party leader Sianisl&w Kama was 
reported to have asked to meet 
Poland's Roman Catholic primate. 
Archbishop Jozef Giemp, an indica- 
tion that the church might be asked 


to mediate. 

The party’s emergency meeting 
ended with a sharp attack on 
Solidarity and a demand for an end 
to the spreading wave of strikes and 
demonstrations. 

The 200-member committee, 
meeting for the first time since its 
election at the party congress in Ju- 
ly, blamed "irresponsible Solidarity 
advisers and activists” For the 
nationwide wave of protests. 

It called for “firm” government 
action to stop the strikes, street 
demonstrations and “political 
marches which are a great danger to 
social peace." Deputy Premier 
Janus: Obdowski, the .economic 
chief, said: “The government is 
sternly warning the organizers of 
these provocative demonsiratioai, 
and states that it will use 1 all ap- 
propriate means to prevent them.”

South Africa hikes defence 


spending by 40 per cent 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter). — The 
South African government yester- 
day increased its defence spending 
by 40 per cent this year, to counter 
what it described as external 
threats. 

' Finance Minister Owen Horwood 
said in his 1981-82 budget speech: 
“We have little option but to do 
everything in our power to ensure 
our preparedness against the threat 
from outride our borders.” 

The government is raising 
defence spending to 2.64 billion 
rand (JS34.3b) despite a huge drop 
in income caused by the fail in the 
price 'of gold from more than S850 
an ounce in January last year to 
around S40Q. 


South Africa, by far the world’s 
largest gold producer, is expecting a 
deficit of 2.81 billion rand (IS36.5b.) 
this year. 


South Africa has been fighting a 
bush war m the northern area of the 
disputed territory of South West 
Africa (Namibia) against black 
nationalist guerrillas of tbe South 
West Africa People's Organization 
(SWAPO) for the past 15 years. 


Defence Minister General 
Magnus .Mai an said in a statement 
earlier this week that it was 
imperative to boost the defence of 
the border against possible threats 
from Angolan and Cuban forces 
backing SWAPO. 


Puerto Rican terrorist gets 55 years 


CHICAGO (Reuter). — A leader of 
tile Puerto Rican terrorist group 
FALN was sentenced yesterday to 
55 years in jail, but told the court it 
could not stop the clandestine in- 
dependence movement. 

Oscar Lopez-Rivera told federal 
Judge Thomas McMillan: "You can 
put me in the deepest hole you can 
find, but if you think you can deter 
the movement you are wrong.” 


Lopez-Rivera was the 1 1th FALN 
(Armed Forces for National Libera- 
tion) member to receive a long-term 
jail sentence this year. 


Lopez-Rivera, 37, was convicted 
of seditious conspiracy last month 
for his part in a wave of bomb blasts 
that killed five people and injured at 
least 100 in New York and Chicago 
between 1975 and 1980.

Soviets plan to increase consumer goods 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
leadership yesterday called for in- 
creased production of consumer 
goods such as video recorders and 
elaborate wristwaiches. 

“Providing more and better con- 
sumer goods is of the highest impor- 
tance at this time,” according to a 
document printed on the front 
pages of all the leading Soviet new- 
spapers. 

The message from the Com- 
munist Party and the Soviet govern- 
ment omitted current production 
figures, but the items listed gave a 
picture of the chronic shortages that 
frustrate Soviet shoppers. 

It promised 2.3 times as many 
colour televisions by 1985 as are on 
sale now. There will be 12 times as 
many portable tape recorders, 1.6 
times as many washing machines, 
1.7 times as many refrigerators and 
1.5 limes as many spare parts for 
motorcycles and scooters, the state- 


ment said. 

Government enterprises are also 
expected to develop sophisticated 
goods, such as washing machines 
with automatic programming, 
integrated -circuit television sets, 
video recorders, and “electronic 
wrfstwatches with expanded func- 
tional possibilities." 

It was not clear where the money 
would come from, but managers ap- 
parently were expected to come up 
with some of it from their curren t 
budgets. 

The document called on central 
planners, ministries and ‘local 
authorities to “seek out additional 
possibilities for the increase of 
production and supply of consumer 
goods.” 

It said that “a significant increase 
of capitalization** is . being con- 
sidered to fund the programme 
which is based on decisions taken at 
a. party congress in Februaiy. 


“It was an interesting documen

As a result the Americans have 
concluded that Waldheim has 
become a valuable diplomatic asset, 
and are leaning now towards sup- 
- .porting him for five more years as 
secretary-general, noted the 
observer. 

In January 1981, when. the new 
American administration came to 
power, with only about 10 months 
pf the' incumbent secrelary- 
generalsbip remaining, new names 
were proposed as possible succes- 
sors. The spokesman for Waldheim 
"•tt claimed that he was still undecided 
t :< v -on an additional term. Indeed, no 
secretary-general has served the 
UN longer than 10 years, and many 
UN diplomats expressed at the 
beginning of the year their view that 
two terms were enough. Unless 
there is a deadlock among the five 
- : permanent members of the Security 
Council over a successor, they 
. f noted, Waldheim would step down 
. on December 31, 1981. 

The lack of enthusiasm among

Yet there was nothing new in this 
lukewarmness.

Jacobson's candidacy 
was vetoed, however, by the Soviets 
who suspected that the neutralist

. . J dent for their taste, like his Nordic

predecessor Dag Haminarskjold. 
Another objection arose, of course, 
from the. fact that Jacobson was a 
Jew — a fact that made him suspect 
in the eyes of the Arabs, 

. Ironically, the Russians indicated 
their preference for a former Wehr- 
macht infantry officer who served 
on the Eastern front. The 
Americans; swallowing hard, 
decided to support the Austrian. 

WHEN HE took office, Waldheim 
emphasized that a “secretary- 
general who is too much of an ac- 
tivist won't last longer than a y ear." 


Waldheim, however, lasted 10 years 
in his job, and said nothing as the 
Soviet-Third Worid-Arab coalition 
took over th ^secretariat, and what 
was supposed to become an in- 
dependent “international civil ser- 
vice" turned into an -anti-American 
and anti-Israel propaganda vehicle. 

He remained sDent while the 
Soviets and the Arabs succeeded in 
turning the General Assembly into 
an anti -Zionist if not an anti-Semitic 
forum (a development which 
reached its peak in the 1975 
Genera] Assembly resolution that 
equated Zionism with racism). The 


UN headquarters, as one New York 
magazine put it. became the “best 
big whorehouse in New York” — a 
centre for KGB operators and cor- 
rupt Arab diplomats who occupied 
important positions in the 
secretariat. 

Israel, one of the 154 members of 
the international organization, 
became its most prominent pariah, 
thanks to Waldheim's low profile — 
"a profile of political cowardice" — 
as New York Congressman Stephen 
Solarz put it (five years after the 
resolution equating Zionism with 
racism was passed. Waldheim 
acknowledged that “it had not 
served the cause of peace”). 

Israel plays no role in the process 
leading to the election of a 
secretary-general. If anything, as 
one Israeli diplomat noted half- 
jokingly, “an indication of Israeli 
support for a candidate assures his 
defeat — since it tarnishes the can- 
didate's image in the eyes of the 
anti-Israel majority.” 

If Israel wants a candidate to suc- 
ceed, the best way to achieve this 
goal, concluded the diplomat, is to 
attack him forcefully. 

MORE SERIOUSLY, Israel can 
have an impact on the election of a 
secretary-general through its sup- 
. porters in the U.5. who can in- 
fluence the American position on 
that issue. 

Thus; it did not surprise observers 
here that, since the beginning of 
Waldheim's re-election campaign a 
few months ago, the number of rab- 
bis and cantors who visited the UN 
for meetings with him has substan- 
tially increased. 

Waldheim is aware of the fact 
that the American ambassador to 
the UN, Jeane Kirkpatrick, is 
, friendly to Israel, and is surrounded 
! by a large group of pro-Israel Jewish 
!> figures. 

Waldheim, through an Austrian 
delegate, arranged a meeting with 
one of them, Norman Podhoretz, 
th.e editor of Commentary. 
Podhoretz's son-in-law, Elliot 
Abrams, is the assistant secretary of 
state in charge of UN affairs. 
Another son-in-law, Steven 
Munson, is the press officer of the 
U.S. UN mission, and Kirkpatrick 
herself and a few of her aides have 
been major contributors to Com - 
mentary. 

Podhoretz, in his lunch with 
Waldheim, criticized the UN, but 
told reporters afterwards that he 
found Waldheim “charming” — a 


view shared by very few people. 

However, another American- 
Jewish supporter of Israel, Stephen 
Solans, was less polite. He initiated 
a public anti-Waldheim campaign, 
and sent a letter to President 
Reagan (signed by a group of other 
congressmen), urging him “that the 
U.S. seek to find a suitable replace- 
ment for Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim." 

Solarz wrote to Reagan that 
“serious questions have been raised 
about Mr. Waldheim's performance 
of his duties both as an ad- 
ministrator and. more importantly, 
as the diplomat charged by the in- 
ternational community with respon- 
sibility for mediating difficult and 
dangerous disputes across the 
globe.” 

He especially noted that 
Waldheim “has also been 
notoriously one-sided in his ap- 
proach to the Mideast, engaging in 


American veto doesn't have to be 
expressed in the Security Council. 
A polite meeting between Haig and 
Waldheim, in which the former 
would express the negative 
American view regarding a pos- 
sibility of Waldheim running for 
another term, would result in a 
public announcement by Waldheim 
in which he would express his wish 
to return to Austrian public life.

NEVERTHELESS, a question 
arose: What is the alternative? One 
of the candidates to replace 
Waldheim (one of many whose 
names have been put forward is 
Salim Ahmed Salim, the foreign 
minister of Tanzania, and the presi- 
dent of the 1979 UN General As- 
sembly. He is closely allied with

gratuitous criticism of Israel and en- 
couraging the participation of the 
terrorist PLO in the Mideast 
negotiations.” 

THE IMPORTANCE of Solaris in- 
itiative lies in the fact that he is one 
of the main liberal figures in 
Congress, white most of the opposi- 
tion to W’aldheim came until recent- 
ly from the conservative congress- 
men and commentators, some of 
whom are occupying important 
positions in the Reagan foreign 
policy establishment. 

They attribute to Waldheim the 
main responsibility for turning* the 
LIN into an ami- American vehicle. 
A liberal-conservative anti- 
Waldheim coalition in Congress, 
supported by American public opi- 
nion, could have a very strong im- 
pact on the already sceptical at- 
titude of the American administra- 
tion towards Waldheim. 

The assumption among observers 
here was that an American opposi- 
tion to Waldheim would lead to his 
withdrawal from the race. An 


Peking, and his conduct during the 
1979 UN General Assembly debate 
on the Middle East is regarded by 
Israeli diplomats as “very, very anti- 
Israel.” Americans are fearful that 
Salim, as UN secretary-general, will 
attempt to form an Arab-Afirican 
anti-American bloc at the UN, and 
take advantage of what the Arabs, 
and the Africans consider a more 
favourable attitude towards both 
Israel and South Africa by the new 
American administration. 

Fortunately, Salim is also op- 
posed by the Soviets who suspect 
his Peking connection. However, 
the list of candidates includes also a 
few Western-oriented Thini World 
figures: James Jonah, assistant 
secretary-general in charge of UN 
personnel, a national of Sierra 
Leone; T.T.B. (Tommy) Koh, chief 
delegate of Singapore to the UN; 
Enrique (gfesias, a national, of 
Uruguay who is also the secretary- 
general of the conference on new 
and renewable sources of energy; 
Carlos Ortiz de Rozas of Argen- 


tina; and Prince Sadruddin Aga 
Khan, a Paris-born Iranian and 
former UN high commissioner for 
refugees. 

Israeli diplomats, in private talks, 
characterize the first two as 
“friendly" although they do not ex- 
pect that the UN will turn into a 
pro-Israel forum if one of the two 
takes office. Any UN secretary- 
general will have to prove his “ob- 
jectivity” by joining and supporting 
the anti-Israel majority at the UN. 

However, all this speculation may 
turn out to be merely academic, 
according to observers here. As they 
note, Waldheim was able to impress 
the Americans by his performance 
during the recent crisis over the 
Israeli bombing of the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor and of Beirut. 

The secretary-general, through 
his talemed under-secretary for 
special political affairs Brian Ur- 
quhart. and his UNIFIL officers in 
the field, was able to act as an ef- 
ficient mediator between the PLO 
and the U.S. during the recent 
Lebanese crisis. 

“Waldheim had to face three 
main obstacles in the course of his 
activity during the crisis,” said one 
observer. “Israel's mistrust of the 
UN organization, the American 
refusal to meeL with the PLO until it 
recognizes Israel's right to exist, and 
Israel's insistence that the Lebanese 
government must control the ter- 
rorists.” 

In light of ail these problems 
Waldheim’s success in establishing 
a PLO-UN-U.S. channel which 
enabled the PLO to agree to a 
cease-fire without an appearance of 
direct PLO-U.S. negotiations 
strengthened his prestige in the eyes 
of the Americans. 

Waldheim, again with Urquhart's 
help, played a constructive role in 
the negotiations between the U.S. 
and Iraqi representatives to the UN 
which enhanced U.S. attempts to 
effect a rapprochement with the Ira- 
qis. 

Waldheim's poor management of 
UN activity during the American 
hostage crisis in Iran, however, was 
criticized by the Americans. 

Waldheim has still to overcome 
strong Chinese opposition to his 
nomination. But the anticipated 
American decision to support him, 
which may be regarded as one of 
the negative consequences* of 
Begin's recent policies, is an impor- 
tant factor in his efforts to remain in 
office another five years.

AMERICAN-BORN; Schroeder 
has' lived in Israel for nine years. He 
is an expert in nuclear geophysics as 
well as aquaculture. His work in 
geophysics -was done primarily in 
the US. at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology " where he 
earned a double doctoral degree in 
physics and oceanography. 

But it was Schroeder's pioneering 
work on recycling agricultural 
wastes in fish ponds — and not Ids 
work in the natural radiation of the 
environment — that interested 
Chinese scientists. Although their 
foreign guests may have been 
served a mukt-course banquet, the 
Chinese suffer from a scarcity of 
available feeds and their usual fare' 
is not particularly inspiring. The 
Chinese depend on recycling - 
agricultural residues, such as 
vegetable crop wastes and manure, 
for most of their food production. 
They wanted Schroeder to use his 
experience with Israeli, carp ponds 
to help them outline a research 
programme on organically fertilized 
fish ponds. 

The Chinese authorities app roved 
his visa application, the Israeli 
government added its wishes for a 
successful journey, and Schroeder 
decided to travel on his American 
passport, leaving his Israeli docu- 
ments in the . U.S; 

He packed reprints of his publica- 
tions, cooking and eating utensils, 
and 25 copies of lengthy explana- 
tions in Chinese of the laws of 
kashrui and Sabbath observance. 

“i took my daughter Hadas to the 


doctor the week before I left, and 
was surprised to find the physician 
was originally from Shanghai. 
After caring for Hadas, she kindly 
wrote out instructions for preparing 
kosher food, and outlined the laws 
of Sabbath observance," he said. 

Schroeder’s trip included visits to 
Beijing (Peking), Shanghai and rural 
villages. Wherever he went — even 
on trains — the cooks produced 
kosher meals for him. 

This.was just one example of the 
courtesy he saw on his visit. When 
he arrived at Beijing, Schroeder was 
politely escorted by a customs of- 
ficer to his waiting entourage of 
hosts. 

HIS RIDE into Beijing was un- 
forgettable. 

“The driver hunched over the 
wheel like a river pilot on a foggy 
night. He wouldn’t use the 
headlights lest they glare in the eyes 
of oncoming bicyclists or the few 
other car drivers on the road," 
Schroeder recalled. “Such is the ex- 
treme to which the Chinese go for 
courtesy.” 

A thick cloud of smoke hangs 
over Beijing because of the soft coal 
and charcoal used by most of the 
city's residents for cooking and 
heating. 

“We often equate environmental 
abuses with capital ist exploitation 
of natural resources. China is in a 
hurry to industrialize, and en- 
vironmental protection is not at the 
top of its list of priorities,” 
Schroeder said, 

It is common to see Chinese 
walking on the streets of Beijing 
wearing face masks. Sonic say this is 
Tor warmth or protection against 


Status of the arts 
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when we asked, permission to lave 
the army band appear, our request 
was denied on the grounds that the 
army didn’t want such appearances 
to become an annual tradition. 

“That may sound to you like a 
minor incident, but it’s an example 
of continuous neglect erf those of us 
who provide Israel's culture.”

orchestras and other subsidized 
cultural institutions directly from 
the Ministry of Education. These 
budgets go up according to the in- 
dex, the artists complained, not ac- 
cording to cultural values.. In addi- 
tion, they said, more and more of 
the available money is spent on 
operating expenses, and 
maintenance, with less and less 
available for the arts. 

There were also demands that

Schroeder, a father of four, said 
that in his travels around China, he 
rarely saw a pregnant woman or a 
large family. Birth control is readily 
available for married people. 
Families are rewarded for educa- 
tion, clothing and medical care of 
their first child, receive some sub- 
sidy for the second, but get nothing 
if they have more than two. 

THE SCIENTISTS and officials 
Schroeder met were unanimous in 
their condemnation of the Cultural 
Revolution and the “Gang of 
Four,” several of whom were oa 
trial during his three-and-a-half 
weeks in China. Scientists there are 
eager to bring in Western 
technology, but only if the new 
ideas can be adapted to the native 
systems. Thai is why they — like 
other Southeast Asian scientists — 
received Schroeder's suggestions 
for the Wuxi centre with so much 
enthusiasm. 

In China, aquaculture is prac- 
ticed by state-run farms and by 
communes as part of a programme 
of integrated farming. Productivity 
on the communes far exceeds that 
of the state-run farms. 

The fish grown there are primari- 


channel (public or private) if and 
when it is created.

Intense organic fertilization, using 
by-products such as manure, crop 
wastes and grasses, prorides the 
primary organic input into the 
ponds. Bacteria, protozoa, algae — 
all of which are abundant products 
of the fertilization of the ponds — 
also contribute to providing food 
for the fish. 

The Chinese have traditionally 
approached fish farming as a means 
of recycling feeds, as opposed to us- 
ing costly food pellets to fatten their 
fish. (In Israel, a combination or 
these two methods is used.) Now 
they want to refine their empirical 
data and relate it to other fish farm- 
ing procedures in Southeast Asia, 
and other parts of the world. This is 
China's first major attempt at an in- 
ternational training centre. 

Schroeder himself has visited fish 
ponds in Thailand, Malaysia, the 


Philippines, Kenya, as well as North 
and South America.

The 
photograph was of a fish pond being 
dug by hand. 

“It was quite a sight," he said. 
“No bulldozers. Just a hundred or 
so men and women digging away, 
and the dirt flying in the air."

The first thing I noticed 
was a gigantic Mercedes with vanity 
plates. The president said it was 
leased by the’ company. His office 
was almost as big as the production 
area, with a desk about eight feet 
long. A fter an hour I told them. Tm 
impressed vwith your car and desk, 
but that's not the'erileria by winch i 
invest.* This company went 
.bankrupt about 18 months later.” 

Asked what attracts him to invest 
in Israel, Adler sums it up in two 
words. “Brain power.” 

■ • Then he continues in his precise 
language. “You have superior 
academic structure, which is impor- 
tant for advanced technological in- 
dustries." 

“By 1980 it seemed to me that the 
group of scientists doing the work 
here could succeed,'* Adler says. 

Unlike some other foreign' in- 
vestors, Adler is full of praise for the 
Israeli government and the help it 
extends. He said that he does not 
start dealing with a company before 
receiving detailed information 
about it from the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Trade's chief scientist.

The 
profitability of the plant will be enhanced by the start-up of 
Deduction ahead of schedule.

hor some time now. prominent 
advertisements in the local press 
ha^e been offering "great oppor- 
(unities'* for skilled Israelis in 
booming South Africa. Going the 
other way. the Edward L. Bateman 
engineering company of Boksburg 
in the Transvaal has shown that 
there is no lack of opportunity for 
such expertise in Israel, if it 'is 
properly utilized. 

The company opened a sub- 
sidiary here in 1979, and has just 
completed its first major project, 
the S90-miliion expansion of the 
Dead Sea Works potash production 
plant oi Sdom. called the Makleff 
Project. 

Apart from the project's sheer 
size (Bateman employed up to 300 
contractors and sub-contractors at 
various stages), it is remarkable for 
three achievements, as the com- 
pany's chief executive Malcolm 
Nor thy sees it. 

Firstly, the project, originally es- 
timated to require 25 to 30 months' 
construction time, was in fact com- 
pleted in 19 months, Northy told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

Secondly, the final cost was well 
below the ariicipated sum. 


And lastly, almost the entire 150- 
man staff of Bateman Israel, is now 
made up of Israelis. 

The 15 South African engineers 
who worked on the project were 
gradually phased out and now 
Northy, an Englishman, and chief of 
engineering Malcolm Clark, a 
countryman from Yorkshire, arc 
two of only four non-Israelis .still 
here. By the end of December. 
Northy expects ail but one of them 
to be gone. 

Indeed, when establishing 
Bateman here, "we brought back 
three Israelis who had gone to 
South Africa and a South African 
immigrant, engineer Cyril Feinberg, 
who is now chairman of the board,'* 
he noted. 

Bateman occupies 1,500- 
square-metre modern office, which 
the company itself built in three 
months, on the roof of a new super- 
market in the Kiryat Bialik suburb 
of Haifa. The 1 50 'employees are 
.mostly engineers, draughtsmen and 
technicians. With the Makleff Pro- 
ject as a bright feather in their cap, 
Northy hopes that the staff will be 
doubled within three years. 

He has taken -a close look at the

three national projects Israel is like- 
ly to build during the next decade — 
the Med-Dead Sea Canal, the 
railway to Eilat and a nuclear power 
station. “We can offer expertise in 
3ll three, and wilt be able to comple- 
mem Israeli technological exper- 
tise,” he said. 

The company is also looking into 
the problems of extracting oil from 
oil shale, which Israel has in abun- 
dance. though the quality is low. 

Bateman Israel will not restrict 
itself to local projects. The com-

Yitzhak Onna. a Foreign Ministry 
veteran, and formerly Israel’s first 
ambassador to South Africa, . h^s 
joined Bateman as a director in 
charge of. external relations and 
data collection. The job includes 
making contacts and serving as a 
sort of “local guide" for the South 
African parent company. 

Unrta relates that the founder. 
Edward L. Bateman, was . an 
American engineer who went to 
South Africa at the turn of the cen- 
tury as the AQis-Cfi aimer agent and • 
branched out into manufacturing 
their equipment in South Africa un- 
der licence. Seventy years ago he 
founded his own engineering com- 
pany, which today b headed by his 
grandson, W.G.L. Bateman, and 
employs 2,700 workers. 

The parent company specializes 
in mining engineering for gold, coal 
and uranium, as well as in 
petrochemicals. 

In 1979 Bateman also established 
a subsidiary in Colorado, specializ- 
ing in uranium engineering. 

In Israel, Bateman offers exper- 
tise in chemical, electrical and 
mechanical engineering, instrumen- 
tation, civil engineering, construc- 
tion and procurement. Besides the 
Makleff Project, it has also worked 
for the phosphate plants at Oroa 
and Nahat Zin, and for the 
petrochemical industry. 

The Israeli company is an 
autonomous organization which 
receives general directions, mainly, 
“about what we should do in which 
fields” from the parent company. 

Northy said that Bateman had 


been “looking at Israel” for five 
vears. attracted by “the abundant 
supply of good engineers and 
-technology." ■ 

He noted that Bateman is not one 
of the engineering giants, “but we 
arc an international-class business 
with developed managerial skills 
which have not been available here, 
and Israel's engineering talents give 
us an advantage overseas,” 

The big office in Kiryat Bialik is 
furnished stylishly and has no 
dividing -walls. Like all Bateman of- 
fices, it works on the “open-floor 
principle,” giving every worker ac- 
cess to every other worker. There 
are only two closed oil rooms, used 
for conferences. 

The firm works a five-day week, 
with Fridays and Saturdays off, and 
is mot unionized, “though we 
wouldn't oppose it if required." 
Each employee is engaged on an in- 
dividual contract and pay scale. 
"We pay by results and' because we 
want the best people we offer good 
pay," Northy explained. 

He considers manpower their .. 
greatest asset, noting that the most 
important investment was the time 
spent on learning the Bateman 
system by two Israeli engineers who . 
were sent to South Africa, . - * 

Northy said that in older to come . 
to Israel,' “we needed a mqjor pro- f 
ject lo justify the investment in jV - 
opening a firm here.” The lender 
the company won for. the MakkfT 
Project gave it its start and the firm * 
was formed in Haifa, around a 
nucleus of experienced Iffaeja from 
the Life engineering company 
which was dosed by its owner. 

Bateman plans to open a second 
office in Beersheba, located doscr 
to the centre of the country's 
probable direction of deudopmeot.

According to Hartman — a 
mechanical engineer — that is sheer 
nonsense. “We proved to them 
black -on-white that by improving 
the furnace's insulation, starving it 
for 24 hours would not result in 
. thermal shock. We backed it up 
with technical data from United 
States Steel Corporation — which 
shuts down its southern operations 
on weekends — and from Japan’s 
giant Kobe Steel Works. 

“Though Acre Steel City has an 
over-capacity of production, with 
per-day productivity less than half 
of that in similar-sized plants 
abroad, the works committee effec- 
tively prevents management from 
taking measures to halt operations 
on Saturdays, and holidays. It's a 
matter of extra-high overtime pay.” 

At chemical plants such as 
Makhteshim and Dead Sea Works,

more difficult but not impossible, 
Hartman claims. 

He says: “For the past 20 years. 
Makhteshim; has 'been operating 
with a Sabbath work permit on the 
grounds that it employs the “con- 
tinuous” rather than the “batch" 
technique of processing. Well, to 
pul it-mQdly, they were not telling 
the .truth. We found that in all but 
one of their dozens of production 
lines, the “batch” system is used. 
Thus, suspending operations entails 
nothing more than installation of 
bypass piping and spare temporary 
storage containers. But they are just 
not interested in making the 
changes.” 

- It is also operations-as-usual on 
Saturdays and holidays at the. Dead 
Sea Works — despite several cease- 
work orders by the Labour and 
Social Affairs Ministry's inspection 
unit. 

“At Dead Sea,” says Hartman, 
“their processing yields four main 
products: potash, bromine, chlorine 
and common salt. The management 
claims the piping would become 
clogged if operations were halted 
even for a day, and that the 
membrane units in the chlorine 
tanks would deteriorate. 

“Our chemical engineers showed 
them a method to prevent flow stop- 
pages in pipes, and a way to greatly 


gffed for overtime pay. Thestf'can- 
ners insist that a full day’s work by 
maintenance crews is needed for 
such tasks as cleaning air- 
conditioning ducts, de-scaling the 
water-cooling lowers and similar 
non-crilical jobs. 

“We came to them several 
limes,” says Hartman, “and showed 
them how they could readily 
replace the manual iron-brushing 
technique of cleaning the ducts and 
towers by using compressed-air 
equipment and methods. 

“With compressed air, the nor- 
mal eight-hour cleaning job can be 
completed in one hour. That means 
the work could be done after the 
plant closes for the weekend, usual- 
ly early afternoon on Friday. But 
they would not listen to us.” 

Hartman concluded by adding: 
“If plant operators would adopt our 
suggestions, they would not only be 
respecting the Sabbath, but also 
preparing themselves for unex- 
pected production stoppages. These 
could result from power failures, 
sudden fuel shortages or, as recently 
occurred in the north, terrorist ac- 
tion. - * 

“A plant prepared for a halt in 
production — such as for the Sab- 
bath — knows how to cope with the 
problem of production downtime 
and Sunday morning startup.”

Although prices for commodities 
are dearly on a rising trend, most of 
them are still below the high levels 
reached when prices last boomed in 
the middle and late 1970s. 

Coffee’s 50 per cent price rise 
since the end of June to around S.92- 
a pound compares with a peak of 
over S3. 60 in March 1977 when 
prices, soared in the aftermath of a 
frost in Brazil two years earlier. 

Cocoa prices have risen 50 per 
cent since mid-June to around Si a 
pound, buL Lhis is less than half the 
all-time high of S2.40 reached in 
mid- 1977 when prices stayed above 
31.7 for most of the year.

reduce membrane damage. Only in 
one of their two potash processing 
lines — the flotation process — are 
we still groping for a solution. In the 
hot ciystallization process, and in 
the production of bromine, chlorine 
and salt the way is clear for them to 
conform with the Sabbath rules. But 
it seems the willingness is not 
there.” . 

Among smaller industries, the 
bulk of Sabbath non-observance in- 
volves weekend maintenance of 
plant and equipment. Coming in for 
criticism here are Miluz, Pri- 
Ha’emek and Pri-Ze, all of them ac- 
tive in tomato canning. 

Arguing that the tomato canning 
season lasts only 12 weeks, these 
companies press hard during the 
normal six-day work week but 
engage a full complement of Jewish 
maintenance workers on Saturdays 
and holidays. 

Hartman says: “Among the can- 
ners, the problem is mostly ig- 


!sr ad's businessmen peer at the 
country's economic scene through 
their own particular lens. They do 
not have the same angle of vision as 
the economists or the politicians. 
What the industrialists see is 
described lucidly by Shaul Rosolio. 
director-general of the Manufac- 
turers Association^ 

“They see problems — inflation, 
foreign debt, trade deficit — but 
they also see what the ultimate solu- 
tion must be. The ultimate solution 
is that industry has to double its out- 
put and double its exports.” The 
answer lo all the country’s 
economic predicaments is right 
there, on the factory-floor. 

“They see something else, too: 
that this solution is not happening. 
Sure, some companies have grown, 
innovated, expanded their foreign 
sales. But others have contracted. 
Last year 15.000 workers left in- 
dustry. presumably for employment 
in the services." 

The economists, gazing through 
their own lens, attribute this lo 
lighter competition on the domestic 
market, to the weeding-oul of inef- 
ficient firms, to the closing down of 
obsolete production lines and the 
gradual switch to more advanced 
export-creating technologies. 

The manufacturers view these 
things differently. Expansions are 
offset by contractions. Industry as a 
whole is standing still, and the 
reason is that there is too little profit 
to be gained. 

The top segment makes profits, 
true. That may please the statisti- 
cians. but it doesn’t solve Israel's 
problem. Industry in this country 
employs 350,000 workers, a big 
chunk of the labour force. Ifthis en- 
tire complex is to grow, there has to 
be a reasonable prospect of gain — 
not, heaven forbid, for companies 
that are avowedly inefficient, but 
not exclusively for the superstar 
firms either. 

The medium-grade concerns 
must also be allowed to get by. 
Otherwise industry will shrink 
round a small' nucleus of Else inis 
and Sci-Texes, which are very 
impressive, but cannot by 
themselves bridge the country’s 
trade gap. 

Why are medium-grade industrial 
companies not making an adequate 
profit? The economists say they get 
plenty of assistance — tax benefits 
through the Capital investments 
Law, cheap export credit. Rosolio 
squints at the situation from his 
vantage-point, and observes a dif- 
ferent set. of factors.

which their rivals and competitors 
abroad do not bear, and receive aid 
designed to offset those costs. But 
the firms abroad gel aid too, leaving 
Israel in a disadvantaged position. 

I challenged Rosolio to substan- 
tiate his statement. He produced a 
report from the American Export- 
Import Bank precisely on this sub- 
ject. While scanning it, I discovered 
stunning facts. Cheap export credit 
is. universal, but that is not ajl. 

The industrialized powers 
provide long-term loans to develop- 
ing states for the purchase of capital 
goods from the lender territories. 
They offer “mixed credits,” that is. 
a combination of foreign aid and ex- 
port credit, producing “conces- 
sional financing packages.” 

These arrangements are limited 
Ip developing states, but that term 
covers important trading countries 
like Mexico. Brazil and South 
Korea. France provides up to half 
the value of a contract on 
development-aid terms, with in- 
terest as low as 3 per cent and 
repayment over 25 years. 

All sorts of insurance schemes 
have been devised, seemingly state- 
subsidised: inflation-risk insurance, 
exchange-rate risk insurance, 
“lender-to-contract” cover (repay- 
ing exchange-rate losses incurred 
between the time a tender is submit- 
ted and the lime the contract is 
awarded), refund-bond guarantees

guarantees (if cost overruns are in- 
curred in sub-contracts for reasons 
beyond the exporter's control). 

Japan gives tax incentives to ex- 
porters, and the government also 
reimburses R&D expenditures. The 
U.S. allows the creation of DISCs 
(Domestic International Sales Cor- 
porations), a kind of export- 
merchanting company which is en- 
titled to a deferment of income tax 
on half its export earnings. 

In Eastern Europe subsidization 
is virtually unlimited. Says Rosolio: 
“The official rate in Rumania is 10 
lei to the dollar. The free-market 
rate is 20, so the exporter 
automatically gets a hundred per 
cent bonus.” 

The competition, in other words, 
is tough. Arnon Tiberg, the 
Manufacturers Association No. 1 
economist, takes up the stdry. “If 
conditions were equalized, our 
firms would not need aid.” he says. 
“Exchange-rate insurance is not a 
subsidy but a corrective, necessary 
because the government is prone to 
over-value the shekel. If the official 
exchange rale were the real ex- 
change rate, the insurance benefit 
would be zero.” 

Industry is short of capital. Loans 
are meted out stingily. Borrowing 
abroad is impossible, because 
besides paying the Euro-rate plus 2 
per cent, a levy has to be defrayed 
to the Bank of Israel. At home:

Agrexco 
shapes its ’ 
new strategy

TEL AVIV. — Agrexco’s overseas 
branch managers are now in Israel 
to discuss strategies to increase 
agricultural exports during the new 
season starting in October.

Such cuts are painful, admittedly, 
but there is a reason: the govern- 
ment is short of money. Where can 
it find the means to spoon-feed the 
industrialists? 

Tiberg does not evade the ques- 
tion. “When 1 was a boy, we had a 
two-shift learning system. One class 
used the schoolroom in the morn- 
ings, the other in the afternoons. It 
wasn’t ideal, but it didn’t ruin my 
education. 

“I have children and I’d like to 
see them at home in the evening, 
not at school, but it wouldn't be the 


end of the world. When the choice 
is between promoting exports and 
maintaining a single shift in the 
schools, every clearminded person 
knows what the answer should be. 

“Public funds are being spent on 
free secondary education. Who gels 
the benefit? The well-to-do — not 
those without money, who were en- 
titled to free schooling before. 

“The government has decided to 
provide housing for religious cou- 
ples. And so it goes. There seems to 
be plenty of money around. The 
question is how it should be spent — 
which objectives have a higher 
priority, which a lower.” As the in- 
dustrialists see it, money is better 
spent on increasing production than 
on increasing consumption. 

Anyway the object is not to 
“spoon-feed” industry. Tiberg takes 
exception to that phrase. The 
problem is psychological as much as 
economic. Industry should be given 
pride of place. 

Rosolio recalls: “In the past the 
authorities always knew where to 
apply the push. When they wanted 
to develop agriculture, they gave 
the farmers everything, water, land, 
capital — and created the best 
agriculture in the world. The same 
goes for military industries and the 
same for immigrant absorption. 

“But they have forgotten in- 
dustry. There is no sense of 
urgency, no feeling that industry is 
in the front line and that exports are 
a national task.” 

One is reminded of the old days 
when Levi Eshkol and Pinhas Sapir 
successively headed the Treasury. 
They talked businessmen into in- 
vesting. they nagged at them and 
bullied them, offered them proteki- 
sia and threatened to deny them 
protektsia. appealed to their 
patriotism and made them feel that 
the country's destiny was at slake. 

And the factories sprang up, in 
the most improbable places (at the 
lime): Nazareth. Ashdod, Dimona. 

Says Tiberg: “When the news 
came out about exchange-rate in- 
surance. firms rushed out to get 
orders before they knew what the 
new benefit amounted to." Give 
them a break, that is the in- 
dustrial ists' plea. Make them feel, 
when they go foraging in distant 
markets, that their hinterland is ' 
secure: that once a good credit 
policy has been instituted, it will 
slay that way; that the exchange- 
rate policy and the tax will be con- 
sistent. 

G ive the m the confidence to plan 
ahead. Make them feel that the 
governments behind them and that 
it won’t' sacrifice their interests for a 
political mess of pottage. 

Arnon Tiberg adds a tailpiece: 
“Buma Shavit tells of a farmer who 
has a cow, milks it, sells the bucket 
of milk, buys another cow, milks 
that one. sells two buckets of milk. 

“We in Israel slaughter the cow 
to make steaks.”

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Goren’s holy cause 

WHEN. DURING the recent election campaign, the threat of 
“Khomeinism" was on occasion brought up by opposition speakers 
as something that deserved to be resisted in this country, coalition 
orators would uniformly dismiss the claim as rank propaganda and a 
perfect insult. With the publication of the new coalition agreement 
last week it has become clear that the threat, though it does not sport 
the robes of an Iranian imam, is perhaps graver than anyone has 
dared to propose. 

Now there is little question that the agreement does not define the 
limit of planned violation of the status quo — or of the swelling ambi- 
tions of our domestic theocrats. 

The sudden assault on the archeological team, headed by Dr. 
Yigael Shiloh, that has been digging up Jerusalem's City of David, 
arguably the single most important site in the country, turns out not 
to have’been sudden at all. "frie Eda Haredit crowd that viciously set 
upon the diggers last month, and again and with renewed fury last 
week, did not make a sudden "discovery" that the site is an ancient 
Jewish cemetery and hence out of bounds to archeologists under 
both the law- of the land and the rabbinical balacha. 

Nor did Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren, who so avidly embraced the 
“findings" of the Mea She'arim "experts," suddenly see the light in 
the matter. 

The facts speak for themselves. The City of David has been under 
excavation for four years now. with the full approval of the relevant 
authority, which is the antiquities department in that NRP citadel, 
Zevulun Hammer's Ministry of Education and Culture. There is ab- 
solutely no indication of any cemetery on the site: if there ever was it 
would have been swept away by the British archeologists who started 
digging it up back in the 1920s. The ultra-Orthodox fanatics have of- 
fered not a scintilla of proof to the contrary. 

What prompted their attack was rather the signal success of 
Agudat Yisrael in squeezing the Likud in the coalition* negotiations 
— and their own suddenly felt need to show some political clout. The 
remedy lay in the charge of desecration. For desecration is always a 
convenient war-cry among the anti-Zionist zealots — and a ready- 
made rallying point for all Orthodox forces, including the non-Zionist 
and even the pro-Zionist. 

In the present instance the tactic worked magnificently, not least 
in causing the Ashkenazi chief rabbi to take the lead in the anti- 
archeofogicai campaign. Himself a rabid nationalist, and a great 
site-and-stone workshipper. Rabbi Goren need not share Netorei 
Karla's distaste for the "heathen." “Zionist" science. But he must 
have found it useful to jump on the bandwagon offered him — and so 
to lead their cohorts into the fray, rather than trail behind them. 

Accepting at face value their "testimony" that human bones had 
been discovered at the site, and deciding that those were Jewish 
bones. Rabbi Goren ruled that the site was not for digging. 

The chief rabbi went further. Although he has not so far won any 
laurels in the Held, he laid down that what was alleged to be the City 
of David was not in fact the City of David. The contrary opinion or 
Dr. Shiloh was not worth an ancient farthing in his eyes, for he him- 
self knew better. And his own word was fiat. 

That, really, is the hub ottHe matter: The majority of Israelis, for 
whom archeology is not just an honoured scientific discipline but a 
means of rediscovering the homeland, will laugh at the chief rabbi's 
pretensions. But is there any way of preventing his word from 
becoming fiat to the nation even in archeology? Digging at the City of 
David has now been halted for the second time in less than a month. 
The power of final decision whether or not to have it resumed has 
been granted to Dr. Yosef Burg, the new minister for religious affairs. 
Should he endorse the chief rabbi's verdict, it will not only be a slap 
in the face to the entire archeological profession but quite possibly 
the kiss of death to the practice of archeology in Israel altogether. 

There will, of course, be those who will crow. UNESCO, for exam- 
ple. which for the past 14 years has been carrying on a diplomatic 
guerrilla war against Israel on the issue of excavations in the 
territories. And Mea She'arim, needless to say, after die defacing of ■ 
the graves of Herzl and Jabotinsky by way of "retaliation.” 
Khomeinism, Israel-style, will celebrate another victory. 

The PLO line 

THE PLO terrorists are on the rampage again. Since Saturday, three 
Israeli targets in Europe — the El A1 offices in Rome and the lega- 
tions in Athens and Vienna — have been bombed, although only one 
person was hurt in all these murderous attempts. On Tuesday nine 
Israeli soldiers in the Jordan Rift were hurt when their vehicles hit 
landmines obviously planted by terrorists who bad infiltrated from 
Syria through Jordan. 

It is too early to see in this spurt of activity the sign of a major new 
surge of terrorism. But it plainly signifies the PLO’s intention not to 
allow the cease-fire in the north to hobble its military plans. At the 
same time, so long as it avoids frontal attack across the Lebanese 
border, the cease-fire helps shield the PLO emissaries from counter- 
action by Israel. Thus the terrorists can have their cake and eat it too. 

Israel’s problem is 10 make sure that they do not, for all that This 
country, as Defence Minister Ariel Sharon has rightly suggested, is 
under no oDIigation to buy the PLO's line that the recent violence is 
the work of fringe groups — such as the "May 15 Organization for 
the Liberation of Palestine," which has taken credit for the European 
bombings. This new outfit, like the late “Black September," should 
be seen- as a direct emanation of the "moderate" chairman Yasser 
Arafat himself. 

Awareness of the fact seems to have been spreading in Europe 
recently, although for reasons that have little to do with Israel itself. 
Thus in Austria, formerly very hospitable to the PLO, the authorities 
now appear to be convinced that the killing of a Vienna city coun- 
cillor. and the threats to the lives of President Sadat and Chancellor 
Kreisky, came not from any marginal PLO faction but from the top 
PLO leadership. The PLO's envoy to Vienna was therefore curtly in- 
vited to leave the country. 

Such pin-pricks will not, in themselves, do the PLO in. But they 
may offer a better chance of winning the war on the terrorist 
organization than any hope of a “grand slam” that will one day dis- 
pose of the whole terrorist mess.

WITH ALL DUE 
RESPECT 


Premier Begin’s insistence on style and declarations. of ideology 
tend to diver? attention from the substance of his utterances and 
commitments, writes ALLAN E. SHAPIRO. 


INSISTENCE on respectfulness is 
one of Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's major objectives as he 
begins his second term of office. 

As significant as any provision in 
the coalition agreement or in the 
policy guidelines of the new govern- 
ment, is Mr. Begin’s open letter in 
Ha'aretz on August 4 to "Mr. 
Stemhall" (Prof. Zeev Stemhall, the 
Hebrew University political scien- 
tist) and other professors and intel- 
lectuals who had written to him to 
protest against the bombing of 
Beirut. 

Begin's reply divides into two 
parts. First comes an attack on the 
lack of respect shown by the failure 
to observe the proper formalities. 
“Above all. you did riot find it 
necessary to conclude the letter, 
which is addressed... to 'the Prime 
Minister of Israel' with words 
customary in all the civilized world: 
'With great respect 1 or with the 
word 'respectfully.' You did not- 
even sign the letter personally, but 
rather annexed a list of the co- 
authors." 

As befits an exposition on eti- 
quette, Mr. Begin then turns to the 
matter of status: "But the main 
question is: must... an intellectual 
be vulgar? All my days 1 had 
thought that culture refines, deter- 
mines by itself rules of politeness 
between one man and another. And 
here you have proven to me that a 
man can acquire culture, even ad- 
vanced culture, and behave as a 
boor and a rebel against the most 
fundamental rules of politeness 
towards a comrade or an adver- 
sary’." 

It is only in the second part of the 
letter that the prime minister ad- 
dresses himself 10 the merits of the 
criticism, on the attack on PLO 
headquarters in Beirut — convin- 
cingly, ut least as far as the moral is- 
sue is concerned. But the substance 
of the controversy is almost lost by 
its subordination to the issues of 
style. 


ing with the claim to sovereignty 
over Judea. Samaria, and the Gaza 
Strip. The most significant feature 
of this section is that it is essentially 
inoperative. And this is not just 
because, as many observers have 
pointed out. It applies specifically to 
“the end of the transition period, set 
down in the Camp David 
agreements" (five years from the 
commencement of autonomy) — 
that is, beyond the term of office of 
the present government. 

■ Overlooked is the fact that this 
provision was deliberately made in- 
operative. The Camp David agree- 
ments provide: 

"As soon as possible, but not later 
than the third year after the beginning 
of the transitional period, negotia- 
tions will take place to determine 
the final status of the West Bank 
and Gaza mid its relationship with 
its neighbours, and to conclude a 
peace treaty between Israel and 
Jordan by the end of the transitional 
period." 

If. therefore, the claim to 
sovereignty had been presented 
without qualification with regard to 
timing, it would, indeed, con- 
ceivably have obligated the present 
government in an operative sense. 

If Mr. Begin were truly serious 
about raising his ideological claim 
to sovereignly, he would have 
promised to do so “as soon as pos- 
sible" after the commencement of 
the five-year transitional period 
provided in the Camp David agree- 
ments, or in any event “not later ’ 
than the third year after the beginn- 
ing of the transitional period/' Or 
he would have simply avoided the 
issue of timing. The only purpose of 
mentioning timing at all, and 
specifically "at the end of the transi- 
tion period" is to render the section 
inoperative. 


IN THE coalition agreement and 
the policy guidelines of the new 
government, ideology takes the 
place of style. Strident deck^ations 
of ideological principle .disguise the 
fact that commitment on -crucial 
matters of substance has been 
carefully avoided. 

Take, for example, the most 
highly publicized political provision 
of the guidelines, the section deal- 


MUCH THE SAME is true with 
regard to the section on the Golan 
Heights. The real news here is that 
Begin has avoided a commitment 
on annexation. But this is revealed 
as furtively as possible: “It is the 
government,” section 11 provides, 
"that will decide on the appropriate 
liming for the imposition of Israeli 
law, jurisdiction and administration 
oh the Golan Heights.” Nowhere is 
it stated that it must so decide — 
ever. 

These nuances of draftsmanship 
are not accidental. Menachem 
Begin is not one to take policy 


guidelines lightly. As leader of the 
opposition in 1971, he charged the 
government with violating a deci- 
sion of the Knesset by entering into 
negotiations which might have led 
to a partial settlement on the Suez 
Canal front, allegedly contrary to 
the government’s guidelines of 
December, 1969, which promised to 
maintain the cease-fire status quo, 
except in the case of a peace treaty. 
Approval of the guidelines lay the 
Knesset, Begin insisted, made them 
a decision of the Knesset, binding 
on the government. 

On the other hand, Agudat 
Yisrael. not having entered the 
government, evidently attaches far 
more importance to the coalition 
agreement than to the policy 
guidelines. This makes for in- 
teresting discrepancies between the 
two. 

The guidelines provide, among 
other things, that: 

“27. Education will be based on 
the eternal values of Israel's Tora, 
on the values of Judaism and 
Zionism, love of the people Israel, 
and love of the homeland/'. 

The coalition agreement makes it 
clear that the independent Aguda- 
affiliated school system is not in- 
volved. (Aguda, of course, has hs 
own views on Zionism.) 

This is done furtively — by omis- 
sion — as are most of the politically 
sensitive declarations. Section 33 of 
the coalition agreement provides: 

“The government will diligently 
work towards expanding and 
deepening the teaching of Jewish 
and Zionist values in state schools 
and state religious schools.” 

Aguda schools are neither state 
schools nor state religious schools. 
Therefore, the Aguda school 
network (unlike schools iritlie Arab 
sector) will receive Zionist funding 
without having to teach Zionist 
values. 


Dry Bones 
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ON THE QUESTION of halachic 
conversion, the most sensitive 
religious issue, the new agreement is 
actually weaker than the 1977 
agreement, despite the intensive 
lobbying of the Chief Rabbis. The 
previous coaliuoB.agreeinenjt 
provided that KnesseL members 
from the coalition would submit a 
private bill providing that conver- 
sion must be in accordance with 
halacha and that the Rabbinical 
Court shall be the authorized body 
to determine the validity of a con- 


version certificate issued abroad. 
The prime minister promised to 
make every effort to gain a 
parliamentary majority for this bill. 
f This time, the prime minister 
promises to make not only every ef- 
fort, but every possible effort. 
Gone, however, is the' provision 
with regard to the authority of the 
Rabbinical Court. Gone also is any 
commitment with regard* to riming, 
or at least any specific written com- 
mitment. as is the case with other 
promised legislation. 

Aguda leader Avraham Shapira 
thinks he has a commitment that the 
conversion amendment will be 
enacted within a reasonable time. 
The 1977 agreement had ibis in 
writing, providing for the creation 
of a committee beaded by the prime 
minister “to see to the implementa- 
tion of the agreement and all the 
provisions thereof, including con- 
version according to halacha, within 
a reasonable time.” 

Significantly, the National 
Religious Party did not repeat its 
exercise of 1974, when it asked per- 
mission from the Chief Rabbinate 
to enter Golda. Meir's coalition 
government. The Chief Rabbinate 
refused permission in the absence of 
a firm commitment to amend the 
law with regard to halachic conver- 
sion. jTh is time the NRP simply id 
not ask. 

Characteristically, as the halachic 
conversion provision has been 
weakened operatively, it has been 
strengthened idcoloqically. The 
prime minister records in the coali- 
tion agreement his belief that “since 


the notion of conversion is in 
sen co halachic, there s need 
amend the Law of Return/'

IN DEFENCE OF KING HUSSEIN 


To the Editor cf The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Amiel Reiter, in his article 
of August 5 entitled "Confusion 
over -Lebanon,” presents a genera) 
analysis regarding the situation inf 
Lebanon. 

However, Mr. Reiter confuses 
the issues by criticising Jordan and 
King Hussein. In the first place, it is' 
unfair to draw a comparison 
between the Palestinian Arabs liv- 
ing under occupation in their 
homeland in the occupied ter- 
ritories and the Palestinians living as 
free citizens in Jordan. Secondly, 
Mr. Reiter attacks Hussein’s sup-' 
port of Iraq in its war against Iran. 
The question should be whether it 
would be more to the West’s in- 
terest if King Hussein had sup- 
ported Iran in this war. 

These are two irrelevant issues 
which I do not want to dwell on. 
Mr. Reiter takes King Hussein to 
task for not taking an active role in 
the peace process. 1 wish to address 
myself to this basic issue. King Hus- 
sein has been for the last 25 years a 
source of stability and moderation 
in the Middle East region. He has 
been and remains a staunch friend 
of the West. And it is no secret that 
these couragous policies were 
adopted many times at great risks to 
the throne. 

After the Six Day War, King Hus- 
sein initiated contacts in an effort to 
find a peaceful solution to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. The Israelis kept 
stalling until the extremist elements 
in Jordan almost had the upper 
hand. Then the Israelis and the 
West started to cast doubts on the 
possibility of Hussein surviving the 
storm, and wondered whether H was 
worth negotiating with him as a' 
partner. 

In September 1970, King Hussein 
ended these doubts and crushed the 
extremist elements — again in the 
hope that Israel and the West would 
realize that Jordan was the door to 
peace in this area. Bui the Israelis 
remained intransigent. On the one 
hand, they did not want to negotiate 
with Hussein because the price of 
peace was withrawal from the oc- 


cupied territories. This is a price 
the Israelis have shown no inclina- 
tion to pay, especially with their set- 
tlement policy. On the other hand, 
the Israelis refused to negotiate with 
the PLO, claiming that they were 
terrorists. 

King Hussein kept pressing the 
West and Israel to find a peaceful 
solution until the 1 973 October War 
and its aftermath. There was then a 
separation of, forces on the Golan 
and Sinai fronts. King Hussein 
hoped there would be a separation 
of forces on the Jordanian front, but 
no one heeded his plea. 

Years went by, then came Presi- 
dent Sadat's peace initiative and the 
Camp David accords. King Hussein 
was left out of any serious role in 
this peace process. 

Considering all these develop- 
ments, can we really blame King 
Hussein for not being active in the 
peace process at present? He has 
been let down by his friends die 
■Americans, who will shed no tears 
should his throne topple, any more 
than they shed tears for the Shah of 
Iran. King Hussein wants to achieve 
peace in this area more than 
anything else, but. a peace with 
mutual respect and dignity. Unfor- 
tunately, he cannot accomplish this 
without the cooperation of the West 
and Israel. 

It should be obvious from this 
presentation why King Hussein has 
adopted the present “hard-line" 
policies. Presumably, he has come 
to the conclusion that Israel is not 
willing to give up the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip let alone find a 
solution to the Jerusalem city issue. 

This being the situation, what is 
there that King Hussein can 
negotiate? What other course of ac- 
tion is left for King Hussein? It is 
easy to criticize and accuse, but 
only history will judge King Hussein 
and others.
